1954 Retail Trade Report for Coffee County 


Figures printed here came from the U. 
S. Census Preliminary 1954 Retail Trade 
Report and are important in that they show 
business conducted in the major trade 
groups. Such information is always request- 
ed by industries and retail stores thinking 
about locating in an area. 

There are a total of 272 retail estab- 
lishments in the county employing 136 per- 
sons with total sales amounting to $15,431,- 
000. Sixty-one stores in Elba working 39 


| pecple sold $3.3882,000 in goods, 165 stores 
!in Enterprise did $10,360,000 worth of busi- 
| ness while 46 stores in the remainder of the 


county accounted for $1,239,000 in trade. 
Payroll in all retail stores in the county 


amounted to $1,103,000. Elba’s share of this 


was $342,000, Enterprises’s $696,000, and 
the rest of the county, $65,000. Workers 
averaged around $42 per week wages. 

Of 294 proprietors of unincorporated 


| businesses, 63 were located in Elba, 108 in 


Enterprise and 51 in the rest of the county. 

Ninety-four food stores sold $3,879,000 
worth of groceries in 1954. Seventeen in 
Elba accounted for $799,000, 60 in Enter- 
prise for $2,700,000 and 17 in the remainder 
of the county for $380,000.

Ten in Elba 
did $318,000, seven in Enterprise $538,000 
and 14 in the remainder of the county 
$514,000. 


In the apparel and accessories store 


category, 22 did $859,000 business, Twelved 


in Enterprise accounted for $568,000 of this 
while eight in Elba and two in the rest of 
the county split the rest of the total, 

Twelve furniture, home furnishing and 
appliance dealers grossed $471,000 with 
nine stores in Enterprise getting $295,000 
of this business and two in Elba and one in 
New Brockton splitting the remainder, or 
$176,000. 

_The automotive group did more gross 
business than any other single segment of 
retailers in the county. Fifteen of them ac- 
counted for a whopping $4,245,000 worth of 
the total retail sales of $15,431,000. That's 
27 percent. Enterprise got the lion’s share 
of this with 11 dealers doing $3,124,000 and 
four in Elba getting $1,121,000. 

Lumber and building material dealers, 
hardwares and farm equipment dealers (14 
in Enterprise and three in Elba) did $1,187,- 
000 worth of business in 1954. 

Seven drug and propriety stores ac- 
counted for $404,000 in trade. Four in En- 
terprise did $278,000 while two in Elba and 
one in New Brockton split the rest of the 
business. 

Other retail stores amounting to 20 es- 
tablishments moved $964,000 through their 
cash registers. Twelve in Enterprise ac- 
courfted for $411,000 of the total while foy 
in Elba and four in the rest of the ebuntt 
did the remainder.
